We  traveled  on  foot  and  through  rain  and  mud 
to  the  nearby  town  of  Lievln  where  two  surviving 
Baptist  families  live.  We  received  a  beautiful 
welcome  and  characteristic  hospitality,  and  re¬ 
joice  to  have  established  a  personal  and  sympa¬ 
thetic  relation  with  some  of  our  people  In  their 
distress.  Mr.  Louchard,  the  head  of  the  first  of 
these  homes  Into  which  we  had  the  honor  to  enter, 
was  captured  by  the  Germans  early  in  the  war 
and  carried  to  Germany  and  made  to  break  stone 
and  work  in  ammunition  factories.  1  have  seen 
many  German  prisoners  at  work  in  France,  but 
1  have  not  seen  one  who  shows  the  effect  of  his 
servitude  as  does  this  good  man  even  a  year  after 
his  release.  In  his  absence  his  wife,  a  beautiful 
young  daughter,  with  their  own  hands  dug  a  hole 
under  their  cellar,  an  dslpet  in  it  for  months 
while  8  shells  struck  the  house.

Dr.  Hamilton  has  now  come  back  to  the 
service  In  which  be  has  won  marked  distinction, 
and  the  successes  of  the  Evangelistic  Department 
are  more  varied  and  larger  than  they  have  ever 
been. 

At  present  there  are  thlrt-eix  workers  In  the 
department,  and  ths  number  Is  being  steadily  In¬ 
creased.  It  la  hoped  to  havs  more  than  fifty 
evangelists  and  evangelistic  singers  In  ths  service 
before  the  present  fiscal  year  snds. 

It  Is  Impossible  In  the  limits  of  this  article  to 
set  forth  In  detail  the  facts  about  the  wonderful 
successes  and  power  of  efficient  adjustment  of  the 
Department  of  Evangelism. 

When  no  city  campaign  is  on,  the  evangelists 
usually  go  singly  to  such  engagements  as  they 
may  have  for  service,  often  being  accompanied  by 
one  of  the  gospel  singers.  The  dty  campaigns, 
carefully  arranged  ahead,  orten  bring  together 
half  of  the  entire  staff,  or  even  all  of  It 
A  campaign  planned  for  the  dty  of  Birmingham 
early  In  the  spring  of  1120  will  require  seventy- 
six  preachers  and  enough  singers  and  workers 
additional  to  make  a  total  of  a  hundred  or  more. 
Superintendent  Hamilton  Is  finding  It  difficult  to 
provide  the  great  group  of  workers  that  will  be 
needed  for  that  campaign. 

This  campaign  will  hardly  be  featured  H>  the 
secular  press  as  one  of  the  Billy  Sunday  meetings 
would  be.  for  the  reason  that  It  Is  the  union  of 
the  forces  of  a  single  denomnlatlon  rather  than 
the  combination  of  the  various  evangelical  bodies 
But  it  will  be  much  larger  In  Its  scope  ■  >»»■»  any 
meeting  the  famous  Billy  Sunday  ever  organised — 
though  he  Is  a  prince  among  evangelistic  organ¬ 
isers  In  America? 

Nor  Is  it  the  purpose  of  the  Home  Board 
such  a  meeting  as  that  planned  for  Birmingham 
shall  measure  the  magnitude  and  reach  of  the 
Evangelistic  Department.  Doctor  Hamilton  Is 
hoping  and  working  to  develop  such  a  great  group 
of  soul-winners  as  shall  enable  the  department  to 
conduct  two  or  more  great  dty  campaigns  sim¬ 
ultaneously. 

It  Is  the  purpose  of  the  board  to  employ  always 
faithful  and  efficient  evangelists  and  singers. 
These  brethren  have  varying  special  gifts.  Some 
are  stronger  In  one  direction  and  some  In  another. 
Some  are  masters  *n  Scripture  exposition.  Others 
may  have  conspicuously  that  gift  of  pleasant  and 
winsome  pulpit  address  which  la  able  to  "get  by" 
with  the  sensitive  nerves  of  dsllcate  souls.  Others 
have  the  rare  gift  of  open-air.  street -corner  preach¬ 
ing.  Others  are  experienced  In  dealing  with 
prisoners  and  unfortunate  women.  Others  havs 
an  Intimate  knowledge  of  bow  to  deal  with  labor 
Ing  people  in  shops  and  factories  And  so  oe. 
All  of  these  men  havs  ths  gift  and  passion  for 
(Con  tin  usd  on  Pag*  Six.) 


Evangelism.”  It  Is  the  kind  we  do  not  know 
much  about  yet  Perhaps  It  is  the  hardest  kind 
to  do  right  But  we  can't  be  New  Testament 
evangels,  and  leave  It  out 

Unless  we  specialise  on  our  doctrines,  as  a  de¬ 
nomination  our  very  identity  is  going  to  be  Im¬ 
periled  in  the  no  distant  future. 

Doctrine,  in  Its  place.  Is  just  as  Important  in  a 
well-rounded,  symmetrical  evangelism  as  Soul-wln- 
nlng  and  Baptism  are  In  their  respective  places. 

And,  like  these  other  two,  unless  preached  and 
emphasised  In  the  spirit  ot  the  Master,  will  re¬ 
sult  in  more  harm  than  good  to  our  cause. 

But.  when  rightly  preached  and  emphasised,  it 
is  Impelling! 

4.  SERVICE.  Enlistment,  "Calling  out  the 
called!"  Laying  stress  and  emphasis  upon  the 
fact  that  under  grace  every  saved  one  Is  saved  to 
serve. 

So  I  would  have  our  Board  create  this  depart¬ 
ment. 

And  place  at  the  head  of  it  a  superintendent 
of  evangelism. 

One  of  the  wisest,  best,  and  most  consecrated 
we  have.  A  man  who  would  give  to  this  depart¬ 
ment  all  of  his  time  and  energy. 

1.  To  see  that  every  letter  that  goes  from  head¬ 
quarters  is  saturated  with  the  spirit  of  evange¬ 
lism. 

2.  To  see  that  all  our  Mission  Pastors  and 
Missionaries  and  other  workers  are  filled  with  It' 

3.  To  see  that  the  work  of  our  young  people* 
in  tbelr  unions  everywhere  head  up  Into  this  work 
and  spirit — Evangelism. 

4.  To  see  that  the  main  purpose  and  objective 
of  every  Sunday  School  In  the  State  be  the  evan¬ 
gelising.  in  this  four-fold  sense,  of  every  member 
of  the  same.  And  unless  this  is  done,  then  our 
churches  In  the  future  are  going  to  lose  more 
than  they  gain  through  the  Sunday  Schools. 

Even  now  it  is  a  sad  fact  that  just  before  11 
o'clock  on  Sunday  morning  two  crowds  are  on 
the  streets,  one  coming  from  the  church  building 
and  the  other  going  to  It  And  usually  the  larger 
crowd  Is  "headed”  away  from  the  church.  And  it 
will  never  be  otherwise  until  our  Sunday  Schools 
are  saturated  from  the  first  song  to  the  closing 
prayer  with  the  spirit  of  New  Testament  Evan¬ 
gelism. 

B.  To  lay  it  seriously  upon  the  hearts  of  our 
fine  women  In  all  their  organisations,  that  during 
the  next  five  years  their  main  work  should  be 
Evangelism  In  this  four-fold  sense — Soul-winning. 
Church-membership,  Indoctrination,  Service. 

6.  To  maintain  the  closest  possible  touch  with 
our.  State  schools.  Agricultural  High  Schools,  and 
all  our  Baptist  institutions,  breathing  Into  them 
all  this  spirit  of  evangelism. 

8.  To  maintain  a  Bureau  of  Information,  so 
that  churches  wanting  meetings  and  busy  pastors 
might  be  brought  together  in  mutual  service  when 
necessary. 

9.  And  so  on!  It’s  a  big.  inviting  field.  I  hope 
our  State  Board  may  see  fit  to  enter  1L 
Columbus,  Nov.  22.

Damascus  Church,  J.  O.  Gilmore  pastor,  will 
give  double  their  apportionment. 

A  young  lady  school  teacher  In  a  country 
church  of  which  A.  H.  Miller  is  pastor  subscribed 
$400  to  the  campaign. 

One  man  in  the  church  at  Quitman  pledges 
$5000  to  the  campaign.  The  quota  of  the  church 
Is  $9000. 

It  Is  said  that  strikes  have  cost  this  country 
ten  million  dollars  a  day  for  the  last  eight 
months. 

From  an  out  of  the  state  source  we  hear  that 
the  Main  Street  Church,  Hattiesburg,  has  raised 
tl.e  salary  of  Pastor  M.  K.  Thornton  to  $3,000. 

The  Woman’s  American  Baptist  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Soslety  gets  some  live  reading  matter  In  Its 
page  advertisements  in  the  papers  of  their  ter¬ 
ritory. 

One  church  in  Yazoo  Association  has  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  nine.  Four  women  in  the  church  of¬ 
fered  if  necessary  to  do  all  the  work  except  plow¬ 
ing  and  make  a  crop  to  pay  the  apportionment  of 
the  church  to  the  75  Million  Campaign. 

The  Senior  class  of  boys  In  Moorebead  Sunday 
School  composed  of  students  in  Arglcultural 
school  pledged  $350.00  to  the  campaign,  one  of 
the  number  giving  $100  and  hoping  to  double 
It  before  five  years  are  out.

The  Memphis  Cotton  Exchange  has  called  on 
Senator  Shields  of  Temiessee  to  resign  on  ac¬ 
count  of  his  opposition  to  the  peace  treaty  and 
permit  the  governor  to  appoint  a  man  who  truly 
represents  the  sentiment  of  the  state. 

Pastor  J.  C.  Greenoe  missed  the  convention 
because  of  conducting  a  meeting  In  his  church. 
First  Church,  Vicksburg.  There  were  26  addi¬ 
tions  and  the  people  helped  everyway.  Over  $17,- 
000  was  raised  on  the  church  debt. 

The  meeting  at  Oxford,  in  which  Pastor  Lea- 
vell  was  assisted  by  Brother  T.  L.  Holcomb,  re¬ 
sulted  in  thirty  three  additions,  24  of  them  by 
baptism.  There  were  hindrances  a  plenty,  but  the 
simple  gospel  was  preached,  the  people  prayed 
and  worked  steadily  and  they  rejoice  In  the  har¬

Pastor  I.  D.  Eavenson  reports  a  good  meeting 
at  Tunica  inspite  of  bad  weather  and  other  ad¬ 
verse  conditions.  Bro.  W.  A.  Hancock  of  the  Ft. 
Worth  Seminary  preached  and  Pastor  O.  P. 
Estes  led  the  singing.  There  were  12  professions 
of  faith  and  three  additions  by  letter.  The  people 
of  Tunica  found  It  easy  to  fall  In  love  with  the 
visitors. 


"We  have  seen  nothing  on  the  subject  more  in 
accord  with  the  idea  which  we  have  long  had 
than  the  following  from  "Home  and  Foreign 
Fields.”

We  had  as  well  make  up 
our  minds  that  fluttering  around  over  the 
country,  touching  in  spots,  with  long  Intervals 
of  time  and  space  between  will  never  "enlist" 
anybody.  A  tree  does  not  take  root  in  a  day  and 
we  can’t  drop  a  few  seeds  from  a  train  window 
and  expect  the  people  in  the  next  coach  to  pick 
the  fruit  from  the  trees  that  spring  up.  Our  only 
hope  is  in  planting  men  and  churches  in  strategic 
places  to  make  demonstration  plants  to  provoke 
others  to  good  gorks* 


The  South  Carolina  Baptists  In  their  recent 
convention  decided  to  have  a  general  board 
which  supersedes  the  other  boards  in  the  various 
departments  of  work  and  takes  over  the  inter¬ 
ests  they  represent.  It  does  not  do  away  with 
boards  of  trustees  for  the  schools  and  orphanage 
and  hospital,  nor  for  the  present  the  boards  look¬ 
ing  after  ministerial  education  and  old  preachers. 
But  the  new  board  handles  all  the  money  re¬ 
ceded.  The  General  Board  will  be  composed  of 
one  member  from  each  Association  and  fifteen 
from  the  state  at  large,  one  third  of  all  members 
having  their  term  of  office  expire  each  year. 
Meetings  will  be  held  twice  a  year.  Headquarters 
will  be  at  Columbia.  Separate  Commissions  will 
be  In  charge  of  different  departments  of  the 
work.  There  may  be  more  than  one  secretary, 
but  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Is  to  be 
elected  annually  by  the  convention. 
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South  McComb  church  has  already  over-sub¬ 
scribed  Its  quota. 

It  Is  said  by  the  Standard  of  Chlcafo  that  Dr. 
A.  C.  Dixon  becomes  associate  pastor  of  a  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  In  New  York  City. 

Corinth  Church  near  Magee  subscribed  their 
full  apportionment  on  a  recent  Sunday  after 
hearing  J.  E.  Byrd  and  8.  R.  Whitten. 

At  Brandon  a  dedication  service  brought  par¬ 
ents  and  children  to  give  themselves  to  the 
Lord.  The  church  will  meet  Its  quota. 

On  a  rainy  day  with  short  attendance,  Magee 
Church  subscribed  )12,000  of  the  $16,000  quota. 
They  will  be  through  before  Victory  Week. 

Rev.  J.  B.  Phillips  resigns  pastorate  of  Tab¬ 
ernacle  church,  Chattanooga  and  after  December 
2 1st  will  be  open  to  evangelistic  engagements. 

Dr.  A.  B.  Simpson,  president  of  the  Christian 
and  Missionary  Alliance,  passed  over  the  river 
a  few  days  ago.  The  Alliance  In  thirty-five  years 
has  sent  out  more  than  1,000  foreign  mission¬ 
aries. 

The  name  of  Simmons  College  will  be  changed 
to  Simmons  University.  Five  new  buildings  will 
be  added  to  cost  $760,000.  It  Is  also  expected 
that  a  Baptist  Hospital  will  be  built  In  Abilene 
to  cost  $600,000, 

Dr.  McConnell  says  that  while  he  was  mission 
secertary  In  Texas  he  received  a  letter  from  a 
church  which  read:  "We  are  humiliated  beyond 
expression  because  our  pastor  has  not  taken  the 
collection  for  State  Missions,  but,  thank  Ood,  he 
will  not  be  here  long." 

Berger,  whom  Congress  refused  a  seat  has 
been  renominated' by  the  socialists  of  his  district 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  he  was  sentenced  to  20 
years  In  the  penitentary  for  treason  during  the 
war.

A  song  written  by  Mrs.  Walters 
was  sung  and  she  says  it  was  worth  a  five  year 
pledge  to  be  In  the  meeting  that  day. 


Rev  T.  J.  Moore  has  Just  closed  a  church-to- 
church  campaign  In  the  interest  of  the  ^  Million 
Campaign  among  the  churches  of  ^anklln 
county.  He  reports  short  crops  but  good  Interest 
In  the  campaign.  Most  of  the  churches  will  fully 
subscribe  the  quotas  assigned  them.  Pastors  are 
few  In  the  county  but  there  are  some  “P™ 
and  plucky  laymen  who  are  determined  that  their 
county  shall  make  a  good  showing. 


Virginia  Baptists  and  those  In  North  Carolina 
are  wrestling  with  the  problems  of  re-organlslng 
their  denominational  machinery  with  the  purpose 
of  unifying  It 

Here  la  the  advice  of  one  who  has  studied  the 
question  of  communicating  with  spirits  of  the 
departed:  Your  attempt  will  probably  land  you 
In  the  midst  of  a  group  of  conscious  frauds.  If 
you  survive  that  danger  you  will  be  likely  to  be 
misled  by  the  curious  and  unexplored  workings 
of  telepathy.

And  If  that  peril  also  te 
overcome,  and  you  do  actually,  for  a  few  fleet¬ 
ing  moments,  enter  Into  actual  communication 
with  the  one  you  seek,  you  will  do  It  by  defying 
Almighty  Ood  and  bringing  both  to  yourself  and 
to  your  loved  one  a  very  great  spiritual  danger. 
Insanity  Itself  may  be  your  portion;  certainly  a 
morbidness  that  will  unfit  you  to  do  your  Qod- 
glven  work.  We  know  too  little  of  the  spirit  life 
to  be  able  to  say  what  Is  the  nature  of  the  spirit¬ 
ual  dangers  that  are  yet  possible  to  him  whom 
you  love.

We  had  hoped  for  a  dictated  peace.  In  which  we 
should  have  forced  the  terms  of  dvllliatton  upon 
our  prostrate  enemy.  The  hope  Is  gone.  Our 
Allies  have  done  that,  but  we  have  not  Two 
equal  parties,  the  United  States  and  Germany, 
may  now.  if  they  care  to,  discusus.  on  equal  terms 
what  will  be  their  future  relations.  It  Is  too  late 
now  to  discuss  the  reparation  that  we  might  have 
demanded  for  the  Lusitania  and  a  long  series  of 
other  outrages.  Too  late! 

We  had  hoped  that  by  a  final  colossal  war  we 
might  end  war.  That  hope  Is  gone  now.  We 
fought  and  then  we  stopped  fighting.  That  Is 
the  record  that  America  has  written  Into  the  an¬ 
nals  of  history. 

We  had  hoped  that  the  League  of  Nations,  be 
Ing  once  an  actuality,  would  develop  Into  a  real 
power  such  as  would  amply  protect  those  new  na¬ 
tionalities,  whose  future  must  certainly  be  that  of 
failure  unless  some  power  external  to  themselves 
can  save  them.  Why.  now.  have  we  helped  to 
create  Poland  and  Jugo-Slavla  and  Ciecbo-Slov- 
akla,  only  to  abandon  them?  Some,  Indeed,  ques¬ 
tioned  whether  the  world  united  In  a  League  of 
Nation*  would  be  free  from  war;  It  was  an  open 
question.  But  nobody  has  any  doubt  as  to  a 
world  not  united  In  a  League  of  Nations,  for  all 
history,  since  the  very  dawn  of  history,  gives  the 
answer. 

We  fought  and  then  we  stopped  fighting.  And. 
until  Almighty  God  shall  place  a  magnificent 
Ideal  Into  the  minds  and  hearts  of  some  future 
generation,  our  children  and  our  children's  child¬ 
ren  will  follow  the  example  we  have  set  to  them. 
They  will  fight  and  then  they  will  stop  fighting. 
And  mothers  will  mourns,  and  wrecks  of  human¬ 
ity  shorn  of  limbs  or  of  eyes  or  of  minds  will 
dumbly  wonder  why  they  have  suffered  and  lost 
and  babies  will  starve  and  die,  and  women  will 
be  tortured  by  soldiers  of  hate,  and  devils  will 
laugh  And  so  the  history  of  the  human  race, 
written  In  blood,  will  go  on. 

We  had  hoped  that  America,  In  her  strength, 
would  go  through  Europe  and  be  the  force  that 
would  reconstruct  the  nations.  We  began  nobly; 
and  then  we  stopped.  The  dream  Is  over. 

We  had  hoped  that  democracy  and  American 
Institutions  would  be  so  brilliantly  Illuminated  by 
service  to  humanity  that  all  the  world  would  wish 
to  rebuild  their  nation*  upon  the  pattern  we  have 
shown  them.  And  now — ! 

The  Treaty  Is  defeated.  Revenge  Is  obtained 
There  are  those  who  must,  no  doubt,  be  extreme¬ 
ly,  sublimely  happy!

The  forces  of  evil  let  loose  on  earth  are  now 
seeking  to  undermine  and  destroy  our  government. 
Anarchy,  voiced  in  Bolshevism  and  radical  So¬ 
cialism,  is  clutching  at  the  throat  of  our  nation. 
A  pamphlet  recently  distributed  in  Washington, 
issued  by  the  American  Anarchist  Federated  Com¬ 
mune  Soviets,  said:- 

“The  press,  church  and  government  and 
Constitution  can  go  straight  to  hell.  Down 
with  all  constitutions,  governments,  capital¬ 
ization,  churches  and  synagogues.  Long  live 
anarchism." 

The  night  before  Trotsky  sailed  from  New 
York  for  Russia,  he  spoke  to  400  or  500  of  his  fol- 
lowers'.  and  in  closing  said: 

"I  want  you  men  to  remain  here  and  or¬ 
ganize.  and  keep  on  organizing,  until  you  de¬ 
stroy  this  dirty  rotton  government  of  the 
United  States— while  I  return  to  Russia, 
bring  on  a  revolution  there,  and  stop  Russia's 
war  against  Germany.” 

Millions  of  aliens  who  know  not  our  language 
or  our  civilization  are  being  mobilized  under  the 
radical  leaders  of  the  Trotsky  type  for  the  defi¬ 
nite  purpose  of  carrying  out  Trotsky's  command 
to  overthrow  this  government.  Millions  of 
American  citizens,  misled  by  the  spirit  which  is 
abroad  In  the  world,  are,  unwittingly  .being  used 
by  these  radical  leaders  to  foment  unrest  and  dis¬ 
order.  Revolution  is  openly  advocated  to  over¬ 
turn  and  destroy  the  American  government  and 
that  liberty  which  In  the  providence  of  God  this 
nation  was  formed  to  secure  for  all  its  inhabi¬ 
tants,  and  in  order  that  It  might  be  a  beacon  light 
to  the  world.

This  is  the  most  serious  danger  this  gov¬ 
ernment  has  ever  faced,  for  fts  possible  conse¬ 
quences  are  far  more  momentous  to  the  world 
than  was  the  Civil  War.  There  Is  only  one  way 
in  which  these  dangers  can  be  met  and  permanent¬ 
ly  eliminated,  and  that  is  through  the  universal 
acceptation  of  the  Son  of  God  as  the  Redeemer  of 
mankind.  *  This  gospel  must  be  carried  Into  ev¬ 
ery  home  in  America;  it  must  be  preached  to  ev¬ 
ery  alien  In  the  country.  It  must  be  preached 
with  a  power  never  before  felt.  Ministers  and 
laymen  alike  must  see  as  they  never  saw  before 
the  mighty  world  chaos  which  threatens.  They 
must  realize  that  the  gospel  of  Christ  is  the  only 
power  under  heaven  not  only  to  save  the  souls  of 
men  for  the  world  to  come,  but  to  save  America 
and  the  world  from  chaos.  Upon  this  gqspel 
rests  the  issue  as  to  whether  civilization  itself 
shall  live,  or  whether  the  wave  of  barbarism  shall 
engulf  this  and  all  other  lands. 

God  will  not  save  America  unless  Americans 
are  willing  to  consecrate  and  concentrate  their 
all  upon  this  mighty  task. 

If  the  giving  of  one-half  of  every  man's  worldly 
possessions  would  insure  .the  safety  of  the  other 
half,  he  vould  Indeed  he  a  foolish  man  who  did 
not  rush  to  give  away  hirf  half. 

The  forces  of  evil  are  surging  around  us.  The 
utmost  powers  of  Satan  are  being  put  forth  in 
the  most  terrible  battle  to  crush  civilization  and 
Christianity  that  the  world  has  ever  known.  Oort 
Is  calling  to  us  for  a  new  consecration  to  His  ser¬ 
vice,  of  all  that  we  are  and  of  all  that  we  have, 
and  our  own  personal  selfish  interests,  as  well 
as  our  liberty  itself,  call  with  a  voice  thunder- 
loud  to  awaken  to  the  dangers  of  the  hour. 

The  Home  Mission  work  of  the  Baptists,  and 
every  other  denomination.  Is  infinitely  more  im¬ 
portant  today  than  it  was  a  year  ago.  or  ever  be¬ 
fore.  No  words  that  man  can  utter  can  possibly 
overstress  the  need  of  home  missions.  To  the 
negro  race,  seething  with  unrest  due  to  Bolshe¬ 
vistic  work,  to  the  alien  living  in  medieval  dark¬ 


ness,  mistaking  wild  license  for  liberty,  to  the 
true  but  unconverted  American  wherever  found, 
must  be  carried  the.  power  of  the  gospel  In  a 
mighty  home  mission  campaign. 

The  entire  seventy-five  million  fund  which  it 
is  proposed  to  raise  for  a  five-year  campaign  for 
all  missionary  and  educational  work,  would  not 
he  enough  to  meet  the  work  which  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  alone  could  wisely  do  if  the  money 
were  available. 

Go  preach  the  gospel  to  every  nation.  Preach 
it  with  all  the  power  of  its  God-given  mission.  But 
realize  as  you  never  realized  before  that  the  pow¬ 
ers  of  evil  are  seeking  to  get  a  strangle-hold  on 
the  very  life  of  America, — and  as  goes  America 
so  goes  the  world. 

In  vain  we  cry  Peace,  peace,  when  there  is  no 
peace;  and  there  can  be  no  man-made  peace  which 
will  permanently  save  America  and  the  world 
from  war  and  turmoil,  except  it  be  found  on  the 
acceptation  of  Christ  as  the  Saviour  of  the  in¬ 
dividual  man  and  of  the  world. 

We  would,  therefore,  urge  with  all  the  power  at 
our  command  that  our  people  take  these  things  to 
heart  and  be  constant  in  prayer  for  the  Home 
Mission  Board  and  for  all  its  missionaries,  that 
they  may  be  quickened  by  Divine  power  and  filled 
with  the  spirit  of  Christ.  Pray  constantly  for 
Ood'B  blessing  upon  the  Home  Board.  Pray  that 
those  who  guide  Its  affairs  may  have  Divine  wis¬ 
dom  in  shaping  Its  plans.  Pray  that  we  and  they 
may  have  a  vision  of  the  appalling  dangers  that 
face  us  and  the  world  and  a  realization  that  only 
through  the  Gospel  of  Christ  can  the  nation  be 
led  to  safety  and  sanity. 

The  details  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the 
Home  Mission  Board  will  be  given  you  by  its 
great  statesman  secretary,  Dr.  Gray.  We  know 
that  his  vision  sees  straight  to  the  heart  of  the 
ituation  we  have  here  outlined  and  that  for  years 
his  soul  has  been  burdened  as  he  saw  the  growing 
dangers  of  our  country  from  the  atheistic  teach¬ 
ings  of  German  philosophy,  which  has  brought 
Germany  to  ruin  and  will  bring  to  ruin  every 
country  where  generally  accepted,  as  he  pleaded 
with  Southern  Baptists  to  recognize  their  respon¬ 
sibility  to  help  save  the  world  through  saving 
America.  We  will  never  fully  comprehend  our 
responsibility  until  we  fully  realize  that  unless 
America  be  saved  religiously  and  politically  civ¬ 
ilization.  as  we  have  known  it,  will  be  dragged 
down  in  the  mire  of  Bolshevism  to  the  darkness 
of  the  middle  Ages,  and  then  the  world  will 
have  lost  all  that  through  the  centuries  man  has 
gained  as  he  struggled  upward  from  darkness  to 
the  light  of  the  Cross.  The  possibility  of  Ameri¬ 
ca  being  overthrown  Is  not  more  Improbable  than 
In  the  early  summer  of  1914  would  have  seemed 
any  warning  against  tuch  an  awful  war  as  civ¬ 
ilization  had  never  known. 

To  the  chosen  people  of  old.  In  the  eighth  chapter 
of  Deuteronomy.  God  sajd: 

'  And  it  shall  be,  If  thou  do  at  all  forget  the 
I-ord  thy  God.  and  walk  after  other  gorts,  and 
serve  them,  and  worship  them,  I  testify 
against  you  this  day  that  ye  shall  surely 
perish.  As  the  nations  which  the  Lord 
«*e*troyeth  before  your  face,  so  shall  ye  per- 
•sh;  because  ye  would  not  be  obedient  unto 
fne  voice  of  the  Lord  your  God.” 

In  this  warning  to  the  Hebrews  we  may  read 
our  own  future  if  America  should  forget  God. 

1  would  realize  the  danger  that  America 
may  forget  Oort,  we  must  put  aside  our  compla¬ 
cency  and  satisfaction  with  ourselves  and  our 
country's  situation  and  squarely  face  the  issues  of 
o  the  hour  Then  we  will  realize  that  there  Is 
Imminent  danger.-a  danger  beyond  words  to  ex¬ 
press.  when  viewed  from  the  purely  human  view 
nt  But  on  the  other  hand  we  will  also  see 
that  if  the  work  of  God’s  people,  now  beginning 
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to  find  expression  in  millions  and  tens  of  millions 
gladly  given  to  His  cause,  can  be  quickened  until 
every  soul  reached  by  the  seventy-five  million 
campaign  will  become  a  centre  of  new-born  power 
for  our  Home  Mission  work,  there  will  be  brought 
forth  such  a  spiritual  awakening  as  the  nation 
has  never  known.  Then  we  shall  see  the  saving 
of  Individual  souls  from  sin  unto  eternal  life  and 
the  saving  of  the  nation  from  turmoil  ard  strife 
that  It  may  become  the  world's  leader  in  right¬ 
eousness. 

This  Is  the  supreme  need  of  the  day.  The  Home 
Mission  Board  faces  this  gigantic  task  upon  the 
fulfillment  of  which  may  perchance  largely  de¬ 
pend  the  safety  of  America  and  the  evangelisation 
of  the  world.  Surely  for  such  an  hour  as  this 
the  Baptists  of  the  South  with  all  their  vast  un¬ 
developed  power  In  numbers.

Two  teachers  In  the 
high  school  Joined  by  |etter  and  a  physician  for 
baptism. 
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larly  through  the  church.  A  three  week's  edu¬ 
cational  campaign  Is  planned  in  which  they  will 
be  told  what  they  are  giving  to  and  why  they 
should  give.  It  is  hard  to  give  the  boys  the  right 
idea  of  a  church  when  the  church  here  is  composed 
entirely  of  school  folks.  It  isn’t  the  same  situ¬ 
ation  at  all  that  the  boys  will  find  when  they  go 
home.  The  work  that  is  planned  for  the  villages 
here  will  be  fine  for  the  students  who  take  part 
in  it.  When  the  college  was  opened  here  twelve 
or  fifteen  yarn  ago  the  people  about  there  had 
never  heard  of  the  gospel,  and  as  yet  there  are 
very  few  Christians,  but  we  have  26  or  thirty  child¬ 
ren  in  the  day  school,  and  12  In  the  kindergarten 
Just  started,  so  we  are  gaining  a  foothold  In  the 
homes.  The  kindergarten  Is  a  Shanghai  girl,  a 
Christian  trained  in  the  Methodist  school  in  Soo- 
chow,  and  she  seems  anxious  to  help  her  people. 
We  have  a  fine  Chinese  couple  coming  too,  who 
will  be  lots  of  help  in  the  village  work.  She  is 
especially  fine. 

Our  Christian  Home  Club  has  had  a  good  be¬ 
ginning  this  year  for  the  program  was  fine.  Mrs. 
White  told  how  it  was  organized.  She  said  from 
the  time  she  was  a  little  girl  she  had  felt  sorry 
for  the  little  Chinese  girls  who  had  to  marry  men 
they  did  not  know,  but  she  bad  never  thought 
about  the  men  until  the  second  year  she  was  here, 
when  one  of  the  finest  boys  in  the  freshman  class 
had  to  leave  school  to  get  married.  Within  a 
year  the  Club  House  started.  'The  aim  Is,  "An 
Ideal  Christian  Home.”  The  purpose  is  to  give 
the  boys  a  proper  understanding  of  a  real  home 
and  to  give  any  practical  help  in  the  rearing  of 
children.  The  ladles  have  prepared  Baby  Ex¬ 
hibit  charts,  showing  proper  food,  a  miniature 
wardrobe,  etc.  This  has  been  sent  to  many  cities 
and  schools  In  this  province  and  an  adjoining 
one,  and  provinces  north  and  south  of  it  have 
asked  for  it  The  Kiang  su  educational  Asso¬ 
ciation  in  Shanghai  has  asked  permission  to  print 
the  charts  and  send  them  out  over  the  country. 
Mrs.  Kealhofer  tonight  told  a  little  about  that 
feature  of  the  club.  Mrs,  Mabie  spoke  of  the 
scholarship  fund  for  wives  and  fiances  of  our 
college  men.  The  women  are  trying  to  get  the 
college  boys  to  put  their  wives  or  flnancees  In 
school.  The  seminary  men  are  not  given  any 
financial  aid  unless  they  put  their  wives  In  school. 
Mrs.  C.  C.  Chen,  whose  husband  comes  this 
month  from  America  to  teach  In  the  science  de¬ 
partment  spoke  for  26  minutes  in  Chinese  and  I 
haven’t  had  time  to  have  any  one  translate  for 
me.  Mrs.  Hansen  and  I  played  a  duett.  There 
was  a  coronet  duet  and  some  mandolin  music,  and 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kennard  sang.  Neither  the  presi¬ 
dent  nor  vice  president  is  married,  and  the  presi¬ 
dent,  M.  Ging,  said  that  when  the  new  officers 
were  elected  he  "hoped  they  would  get  some  fath¬ 
ers  to  look  after  the  organization."  The  Bible 
woman  for  your  circle  Is  Mrs.  Vong  in  Wei  Lin 
Girls  School  in  Soochow.  She  is  continuing  to 
act  as  matron  for  Miss  Lanneau,  but  she  gives 
half  the  day  to  visiting  for  the  church  secular 
mission  work.  Her  youngest  daughter  has  tu¬ 
berculosis  of  the  bone  and  is  crippled,  a  child  of 
about  seven  years,  the  other  girl  is  twelve,  and 
did  the  tatting  I  am  sending.  I  bought  It  to 
help  her  pay  for  her  books.  The  two  boys  are 
here  In  school,  one  a  junior,  and  the  other  a  soph¬ 
omore,  and  they  are  developing  Into  fine  boys. 
Miss  Bagby  and  Mr.  McDaniel  are  keeping  them 
In  college.  8.  B.  ought  to  hare  a  scholarship 
fund  for  such  boys,  N.  B.  have  a  fund  of  $2,000. 

I  think  they  are  getting  and  holding  many  fine 
hoys  for  their  work.  I  don’t  know  how  Mrs.

SHANGHAI  NEWS  N0TE8. 

Today  is  the  Chinese  National  Holiday,  the 
eighth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  the  Republic, 
and  the  students  have  had  a  great  celebration  In 
Shanghai  today!  It  is  to  end  in  a  lantern  pro¬ 
cession  tonight,  so  you  know  our  students  will 
have  good  lessons  tomorrow. 

Classes  are  held  on  Saturdays  until  noon.  Early 
this  morning  the  boys  had  a  patriotic  meeting  in 
the  chapel  before  going  to  Shanghai.  A  hey  had 
speeches,  of  course.  I've  never  seen  anybody  who 
could  beat  the  Chinese  at  speechmaktng,  and 
Chtnse  music.  Their  little  wind  instruments  are 
very  good,  the  fiddles  haven’t  much  tune,  but 
when  a  number  of  instruments  are  taken  together 
the  effect  Isn’t  bad.  The  Cantonese  boys  are 
furnishing  good  music  with  their  mandolins  and 
violins.  We  have  two  mandolins,  two  coronets 
and  a  vlollne  for  Sunday  School  and  church.  Some 
icomblnatlon.  but  It  sounds  pretty  godo  and  creates 
a  good  deal  of  interest  among  the  boys.  I  can’t 
use  the  Chinese  nlstruments  with  the  piano  as 
there  are  only  five  tones  in  Chinese  music,  while 
western  music  has  seven.  The  men  In  the  Chin¬ 
ese  Y.  M.  C.  A.  are  planning  a  song  festival  about 
Christmas  using  the  choirs  from  all  schools  that 
will  take  part  The  Municipal  Council  Band  will 
play  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  .A.  director  of  music  will 
have  charge  of  the  chorus  of  260  or  300  voices.  It 
will  be  splendid  for  the  boys  and  girls  to  have  a 
part  in  this  and  I  am  delighted  at  the  prospect. 

On  Tuesday  the  Missionary  Association  met  out 
here,  and  as  this  is  a  kind  of  special  meeting  we 
had  more  to  eat  than  usual,  the  folks,  most  of 
them,  coming  from  work  so  tea  out  here  had  to 
take  the  place  of  supper.  It  was  served  in  our 
lovely  gymnasium  and  was  one  of  the  nicest  af¬ 
fairs  we  have  had  at  all.  There  was  meat  loaf, 
potato  salad,  sandwiches,  sake  and  coffee  and  tea 
All  the  Baptists  In  Shanghai  helped  serve,  so  for 
once  we  had  nearly  all  of  them.  Mrs.  Rawlinson 
and  Mrs.  Rogers  didn't  come  on  account  of  the 
babies.  Dr.  Webster  read  a  paper  on  the  place  of 
Religious  Education  in  the  Schools,  which  was 
very  good,  and  the  people  went  home  by  moon¬ 
light. 

On  Monday  I  spent  a  very  nice  evening  at  Mrs. 
Wilkins'  party  for  the  new  young  people  of  Shan¬ 
ghai.  There  Is  such  a  nice  crowd  In  Shanghai 
now.  Y.  W.  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  workers,  stenogra¬ 
phers  for  the  different  mission  rooms,  and  Amer¬ 
ican  school  teachers. 

On  Wednesday  night  at  the  boy’s  prayer  meet¬ 
ing  we  had  .splendid  reports  from  some  who  had 
daily  Bible  schools.  Twelve  reported  but  there 
are  others  who  did  the  work.  The  best  school 
should  be  the  one  at  the  Yangstepoo  Centre,  as 
thore  were  a  number  of  well  trained  workers,  but 
the  reports  that  some  of  the  boys  brought  from 
other  places  showed  up  mlhgty  well.  We  hope 
to  start  the  normal  class  early  enough  this  year 
to  do  more  satisfactory  work  than  was  done  last 
Year. 

Our  church  has  adopted  the  budget  plan  for  giv¬ 
ing.  and  we  hope  to  train  the  boys  to  give  regu-

Santa  Fe, 
of  the  New  Mexico  Baptists  met  is 
perhaps  the  most  interesting  old  city 
in  the  United  States.  A  book  could 
be  written  about  K.  There  is  an  old 
house  in  the  town,  built  of  adobe, 
its  walls  three  feet  thick,  which  dates 
back  to  the  sixteenth  century.  There 
is  a  curio  shop  kept  by  an  Indian 
named  Canderlerlo,  which  has  been 
running  in  the  same  building  for  300 
years  and  kept  by  the  same  family. 
The  Palace  of  the  Governor's  has 
enough  relics  in  It  to  require  many 
pages  in  which  to  set  forth  even  the 
names.  An  archeological  museum  ad¬ 
joining  is  the  most  marked  institution 
of  its  kind  in  the  United  State.  Kit 
Carson  lies  burled  somewhere  near 
in  the  mountains  on  a  trip  you  can 
make  out  from  Santa  Fe.  The  remains 
of  old  Indian  villages,  pueblos,  cliff 
dwellers,  and  the  rest,  abound  in  all 
that  section  to  an  extent  unsurpassed 
anywhere. 

The  climate  at  Santa  Fe  is  said  to 
be  the  best  in  America.  Clear  moun¬ 
tain  streams  from  the  eternal  snows 
on  the  Rockies  nearby,  dash  through 
the  town  and  nearby  ebuntry,  provid¬ 
ing  the  one  great  blessing  necessary 
to  make  a  paradise  out  of  this  New 
Mexico  country — a  blessing  absent 
from  most  sections  there. 

We  visited  an  Indian  pueblo  out  In 
the  country,  said  to  be  older  than 
Santa  Fe  Itself.  They  live  in  a  com¬ 
munity  house  of  adobe  construction. 
A  whole  lot  of  women  were  shucking 
corn  and  the  ears  have  all  the  colors 
of  the  rainbow,  black  and  white  pre¬ 
dominating.  I  could  not  resist  the 
temptation  to  buy  some  of  this 
corn  from  a  squaw  and  lug  it  all  the 
way  back  to  Atalanta.  where  it  is  now 
the  admiration  and  envy  of  visitors  to 
my  home.

cellent  opening  and  he  and  his  wife 
expressed  a  willingness  to  organize 
the  proposed  society.  Being  authoriz¬ 
ed  by  the  Society  they  opened  air>  of¬ 
fice  at  Meridian  and  began  the  work 
In  1911.  It  was  a  most  difficult  un¬ 
dertaking.  The  new  Society  had  neith¬ 
er  money,  equipment  nor  friends.  It 
had  to  build  from  the  very  bottom 
In  actual  poverty.  I  met  Mr.  Green  In 
New  York  City  last  June.  Speaking  of 
■  his  early  experience  he  said,  "Some¬ 
one  said  to  me  recently  that  all  that 
was  needed  to  organize  a  child  wel¬ 
fare  society  was  a  worker,  an  office 
and  a  desk.  When  we  began  work  In 
Meridian,  we  had  It — all  but  the 
desk." 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Green  took  up  the 
work  with  the  utmost  courage  and 
devotion  and  with  astounding  suc¬ 
cess.  Mississippi  has  been  counted  a 
backward  state  in  social  matters,  but 
there  has  been  nothing  backward 
I  know  of  no  child  welfare  society  in 
the  wrold  that  made  as  great  pro¬ 
gress  In  the  first  eight  years  as  the 
Missippi  Children's  Home  Society.  It 
did  as  much  In  eight  as  the  parent 
society  In  Illinois  with  the  backing 
of  the  great  city  of  Chicago,  did  in 
26  years. 

In  these  few  years  the  Society  has 
acquired  a  beautiful  receiving  home 
at  Jackson  worth  $50,000,  an  endow¬ 
ment  of  $11,000.  The  annual  budget 
of  the  Society  has  gradually  Increas¬ 
ed  to  $60,000  per  year. 

The  Society  has  in  its  service  about 
20  trained  workers,  most  of  whom 
are  college  graduates. 

"Ifhe  Society  has  already  received 
and  placed  in  carefully  selected, 
homes  more  than  fifteen  hundred  and 
fifty  children. 

Mr.  Green  and  his  wife  have  enlist¬ 
ed  a  host  of  generous  friends,  who 
have  furnished  the  generous  support 
for  this  spelndid  work,  chief  among 
them  Is  the  late  Dr.  R.  V.  Powers. 
Formerly  It  was  thought  that  almost 
any  kind-hearted  person  that  loved 
children  would  do  for  a%worker  In  a 
child  helping  society;  but,  from  the 
start  the  Mississippi  Society  has  em¬ 
ployed  Intelligent,  educated  people 
(mostly  college  graduates)  and  has 
put  them  on  a  course  of  special  train¬ 
ing  to  qualify  them  for  this  respon¬ 
sible  work. 

The  Mississippi  Children's  Home 
Society  has  only  two  compeers  In  the 
South:  the  Chidren's  Home  Societies 
though  both  of  them  had  many  years 
the  start,  the  Mississippi  Society  Is 
easily  the  peer  of  both  of  them. 

It  Is  now  firmly  established  and 
will  stand  for  generations  as  the 
monument  of  Its  noble  and  far-seeing 
founder.  The  Children’s  Home  So¬ 
ciety  Is  the  legacy  of  John  L.  Green 
to  the  people  of  Mississippi,  more 
valuable  than  if  he  had  left  a  univer¬ 
sity  with  an  endowment  of  five  mil¬ 
lions  of  dollars.  It  Is  up  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  state  to  foster  and  main¬ 
tain  it  and  I  doubt  not  that  they  will 
continue  o  do  It  with  the  same  gen¬ 
erous  liberality  as  In  the  past. 

For  the  time  being  at  least,  the 
burden  of  the  administration  must  be 
upon  Mrs.  Green,  who,  happily  Is  ad¬ 
mirably  qualified  by  training  and  ex¬ 
perience,  but  she  will  need  the  sym¬ 
pathetic  support  of  the  good  people 
of  Mississippi  In  taking  up  the  heavy 
responsibility,  which  has  been  so  sud¬ 
denly  and  so  sadly  thrust  upon  her.

EDUCATIONAL 

The  vote  on  the  amendment  to 
Section  206  of  the  Constitution  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  people  at  the  general 
election.  November  4,  was  27,134  (or 
the  amendment  to  5,911  against  It. 
As  the  total  vote  cast  in  the  State 
was  41,416  the  amendment  not  only 
received  a  majority  of  those  voting  di¬ 
rectly  on  the  question,  but  also  a 
majority  of  the  total  vote  cast.  Only 
ten  counties,  Adams,  Leflore,  Issa¬ 
quena,  Lowndes.  Noxubee,  Quitman, 
Sharkey,  Tunica.  Warren  and  Sun¬ 
flower,  returned  majorities  against 
the  amendment,  and  In  some  of  them, 
especially  In  Adams  and  Noxubee,  the 
vote  was  very  close. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  amend¬ 
ment  the  State  Legislature  will  have 
authority  to  provide  for  the  distri¬ 
bution  of u  the  state  public  fund  in 
such  a  way  as  to  give  the  children 
throughout  the  state  equal  edura- 
tlonal  advantages. 

Now  that  the  State  public  school 
fund  Is  to  be  equitably  distributed 
there  should  be  a  county  levy  for 
schools  In  every  county  In  the  State. 
The  State  Legislature  will  make  a 
per  capita  appropriation.  It  Is  to  be 
hoped  this  time,  of  not  less  than 
13.60  or  34.00.  This  added  to  a  sub¬ 
stantial  county  levy  will  provide  good 
schools  throughout  the  State.  There 
should  also  be  a  district  levy  In  every 
school  district  to  supplement  teachers 
salaries.'  lengthen  the  school  term, 
and  to  pay  Incidental  expenses.  Miss¬ 
issippi  boys  and  girls  deserve  the 
best.  All  they  need  Is  a  chance.
